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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Favorable consideration of this application is respectfully requested. Applicant 
has rewritten claims 1, 3, 6, canceled claims 2, 4, 5, 7-1 1, and added new claims 21-23. 
Favorable reconsideration of this application is, consequently, earnestly solicited in view 
of the following remarks. Applicant gratefully appreciates the examiner's indication that 
certain claims appear to be allowable. 

Claim 1 has been amended to include the subject matter of dependent claims 2, 4 
and 5. New Independent claim 21 includes the subject matter of originally filed claims 1 , 
7, 9 and 10. New dependent claim 22 is similar to originally filed claim 8, and new 
dependent claim 23 is similar to originally filed claim 1 1 . 

Applicant has included with this response a supplemental prior art statement that 
includes prior art that was made of record in a continuation-in-part application to the 
subject application Serial No. 10/809,612 filed March 25, 2004. Entry of this 
supplemental prior art statement is respectfully requested. Applicant believes that former 
dependent claims 5(bendable snap) and 6(longitudinal clip) are clearly novel and would 
be allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 1-3, 7-8 and 14-16 were rejected under sec. 102b over Kyu '204. This 
rejection is now moot since independent claim 1 incorporates the novel subject matter of 
dependent claims 2, 4 and 5. Removal of this rejection is requested. 

Claim 20 was rejected under sec. 103 as being unpatentable over Kyu in view of 
Larga '898. This secondary reference does not overcome the deficiencies of Kyu cited 
above. Removal of this rejection is requested. 
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Claim 13 was rejected under sec. 103 as being unpatentable over Tomason in 
view of Kyu and Hwang. This rejection is also not applicable for the same reasons given 
above. Removal of this rejection is requested. 

In view of the foregoing considerations, it is respectfully urged that claims 1,3,6, 
and 12-23 be allowed. Such action is respectfully requested. If the Examiner believes 
that an interview would be helpful, the Examiner is requested to contact the attorney at 
the below listed number.
